Workers plant trees 


Most paper comes from trees. 
Workers plant some trees just for 
making paper. It takes many 
years for a tree to get big. 
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Workers cut the trees 


Workers cut down tall, thick trees. 
They chop off the branches to 
make logs. Trucks take the logs 
to a paper mill. A paper mill is a 
place where paper is made. 
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A machine takes 
off bark. 


A paper mill is full of machines. 
The first machine takes bark off 
the logs. 
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The logs are chopped 


A big machine called a chipper 
crushes and grinds the logs. The 
logs break apart into tiny chips 
of wood. 
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The wood is washed 


Other machines wash and smash 
the wood chips. Pulp pours out. 
Pulp is a wet, lumpy mix of 
ground-up wood and water. 
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Water drips down 


The wet pulp pours onto a screen. 
The screen lets the water drip 
down. Long, thin threads of wood 
called fibers stay on top. The wet 
fibers make a long piece of paper. 
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The paper is dried 


Heavy rollers squeeze more water 
out of the paper. Then hot rollers 
and ovens dry the paper. 
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The paper is rolled 


Machines wrap the dry paper onto 
huge rolls. The rolls are as tall 
as a grown-up person. 
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The paper is cut 


The paper is too big to be used. 
Workers feed it into machines 
that cut it. Some of the finished 
paper is sent to stores. Some is 
sent to factories for printing.
